REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Applicant's arguments, filed 06/08/10 have overcome the rejection of the office action 
mailed 01/22/10. Consequently, the said rejection is withdrawn. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has 
found claims 18, 22-27, 30, 36, 39 and 40 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and 
therefore to be allowable over the prior art of record. The present invention relates to a method 
for the treatment of a patient having a primary or secondary tumor by inhibiting angiogenesis, 
comprising applying at the tumor site of said patient a biomaterial comprised of a benzyl ester of 
hyaluronic acid wherein said hyaluronic acid is a total benzyl ester of hyaluronic acid, wherein 
said hyaluronic acid is 100% benzyl estelified and wherein said biomatelial inhibits angiogenic 
processes related to vascularization by granulation tissue forming over the biomaterial and 
wherein said biomaterial is in the form of at least one member selected from the group consisting 
of a non-woven felt, sponge, microsphere, film and membrane. The method of the instant 
invention is not taught or suggested in the prior art and is unobvious over the prior art. For 
example, the prior art does not disclose the said process of using said compound for treating said 
disease or condition.
